STEWART'S FKEB COINAGE BILL 


The bill Introduced by Senator 


Stewart to provide for the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver reads as fol- 
lows: 


That the silver coins of the United 


States (ball be composed of standard 
silver. That of snob silver coins the 
dollar shall be of the weight of four 


• hundred and twelve and one half 
grains; the half dollar of the weight of 
two hundred and six and one-fourth 
grains; the quarter dollar of the 
weight of one hundred and three and 
one-eighth grains; and the dime, or 
tenth part of a dollar, of the weight of 
forty-one and a quarter grains. And 
tbat dollars, half dollars, quarter dol- 
lars and dimes shall be legal tenders of 
payment, according to their nominal 
valae, for an/som whatever. 
• 


SEC. 2. That silver bullion brought 


to any oint of the United States lor 
coinage Shall be received and coined 
by the proper officers for the benefit ot 
the depositor; provided. That it shall be, 
lawful to refuse, at the mint, any de- 
posit of less valae than one hundred 
dollars and any bullion so base as to 
be unsuitable for the operations of the 
mint. 


That is the fall text of the bill to 


which the goldbag press sneeringly re- 
ferred when it was introduced in the 
Senate. There is nothing ambiguous 
in the bllL It means free coinage and 
says so in words that cannot be con- 
strued one way in the East and a very 
different way in the West. That does 
not suit the Janus-faced politicians 
who frame political platforms and ad- 
vocate so-called free coinage measures. 


What a glorious thing it would be 


for the country if that bill was 
incorporated 
in

lation, There would be employment 
at good wages for thousands and a 
home market for all tbat tne farrnern 
produce. It would do-more to reclaim 
oar desert lands and increase our agri- 
cultural area by increasing the price of 
wheat, poU$oes and diary products, 
then all tht platitudes of the Board of 
Trade^ and the prescriptions of the 
gold and water cure doctors, who seem 
to think that "paper talk" will induce 
men to reclaim the deserts when wheat 
is selling at a cent or less per pound 
and prime alfalfa bay at a few dollars 
per ton.

The London Times, & firm adherent

One of 
the reasons which it gives for its op- 
position to silver coinage is as follows: 


It seems impossible to get bimetal- 
lists to understand that there is quite a 
large number of us for whom a ^general 
rise of prices has no charms whatever. 
We like them low, aad the lower the 
better. If they all went down to half 
their'pteseut figures we should fejoice, 
because we have nothing to sell and a 
great many tbings'to buy. For those 
who have things'to sell we do noi feel 
any gnat concern. 


That is plain and unequivocal The 


Englishman wants low prices. He bus 
no wheat, cotton, wool, pork or beef to 
sell' and the lower the prices of these- 
products are the better he is satisfied, 
as he' has to buy them. Limit- 
ing 
the 
money 
of the 
world 


to the gold io circulation, increases 
the purchasing power of the dol- 
lar and lowers .toe prices of com' 
moditles. 
British investors in the 


United Statw are paid the interest on 
their investments in gold. To procure 
this gold, wheat, cotton, corn, pork and 
other products, of which the United 
Sfates produces a surplus, are shipped 
to Ettupti. With the country on a gold 
basis and money necessarily scarce tbe 
British investor can buy twice as much 
wheat, cotton, com or pork with a dol 
Jar, therefore he does not want silver 
coined as that would increase the 
volume of money and the prices of 
wheat the United States has to sell and 
he has to buy. To prevent this he can 
afford to buy conventions and law 
makers and subsidize the press, and 
there is incontrovertible evidence tbat 
he is doing these things. 


Upon what other hypothesis than 


that they are paid for it can the action 
of the Republican and Democratic 
parties and the newspapers which up- 
hold them be accounted for?

know that theadoption of the single gold 
standard is paralyzing the country by 


• making money daar and labor and the 


products of labor cheap, yet in the face 
of the general depression which it 
causes, the subsidized press advocates 
a continuation of that policy by up- 
holding Sherman and Reed Bepubli- 
eanism and Cleveland and Carlisle 
Democracy.
